of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department. 

This  report  is  based  on  the  statistics  for  1966,  during  which 
Dr.  J.  D.  Carroll  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  He  held 
that  appointment  for  twelve  years  until  he  resigned  to  enter  into  a 
partnership  as  a  General  Practitioner,  thereby  joining  the  growing 
numbers  of  those  who  have  done  so.  His  predecessor,  Dr.  B.  N. 
Eedy,  took  the  same  step.  The  record  of  Dr.  Carroll’s  work  in 
this  Urban  District  is  contained  in  a  series  of  admirable  annual 
reports,  of  which  this  report  is  the  last  of  the  series.  I  have  had, 
and  still  have,  the  pleasure  of  knowing  and  working  with  him  ever 
since  he  came  to  this  area  and  I  place  on  record  my  sincere  tribute 
to  a  most  distinguished,  friendly  and  pleasant  colleague  who  was 
ever  willing  to  advise  and  never  wanting  or  failing  in  offering  or 
rendering  assistance.  I  am  sure  all  who  knew  him  will  join  with 
me  in  wishing  him  success  and  health  in  his  new  sphere. 

The  estimated  population  for  1966  was  12,790  and  showed  an 
increase  of  70  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of 
population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  was  168. 
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The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  1966  was  274,  an 
increase  of  21  over  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  was  21.42 
per  1,000  population.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
national  birth  rate  of  17.7  per  1,000  population.  Unlike  other 
districts  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  Warsop  declined  by 
37.3%,  from  99  per  1,000  live  births  in  1965  to  62  per  1,000  births 
in  1966.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  79. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births,  was  25.54  compared  with  19.00  for  England 
and  Wales.  Three  of  the  seven  infant  deaths  resulted  from  con¬ 
genital  causes  incompatible  with  the  maintenance  of  life  and  of  the 
remaining  four  infant  deaths,  three  were  caused  by  respiratory 
infections  and  one  by  toxaemia.  One  of  the  removable  precipitating 
causes  of  infantile  respiratory  infection  is  atmospheric  pollution. 
To  the  progressive  minded  citizen  these  three  infant  deaths  pose  a 
challenge  to  prevent  similar  deaths  in  the  future  by  cleaning 
Warsop’s  atmosphere  by  applying,  as  speedily  as  possible,  the 
provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  numbered  106,  (male  57 
and  female  49),  which  was  14  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
corrected  death  rate  was  11.26  per  1,000  population  which  compares 
favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  11.7.  There  were  3  deaths 
here  due  to  accidents  and  of  these,  two  were  road  accidents. 

Dr.  Carroll  desires  me  to  convey  his  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Health  Committee,  his  former 
colleagues  in  other  departments,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
the  nursing  and  clerical  staff  for  all  their  help  and  co-operation 
during  his  tenure  of  office.  And  with  these  most  admirable  senti¬ 
ments  I  desire  to  associate  myself.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1966  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.36. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  compulsorily  notifiable  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  148.  This  figure  is 
based  on  the  actual  number  of  written  notifications  received  at 
our  Health  Department  from  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area. 
The  total  for  1965  was  158.

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Smallpox  Vaccination. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  three  children  of  1  year  and  over 
were  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  These  were  all  done  at  the 
child  welfare  clinic. 


Immunisation. 

The  monthly  sessions  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  244 
children  were  given  their  primary  course.  This  usually  consists 
of  3  injections  at  monthly  intervals.  The  vaccine  used  was  the 
“  three  in  one  ”  variety  which  provides  immunity  against  diph¬ 
theria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  addition  275  school  and 
pre-school  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection. 


Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  8  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the 
year.  None  of  the  eight  cases  notified  had  been  immunised  against 
the  disease. 


Tuberculosis. 

One  case,  a  woman  of  42,  was  notified  during  the  year  as 
having  contracted  tuberculosis  of  the  pulmonary  variety.

School  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  also  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  and  in  addition  to  the  routine  medical  inspections  in 
schools,  one  session  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  was  held 
at  the  School  Clinic  each  week.  Attendances  during  the  year 
totalled  319. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  established  in  the  Mansfield  Wood- 
house  School  Clinic  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  April,  1955, 
and  this  provides  for  children  in  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  and 
Warsop  areas.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk 
some  250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is 
constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm 
which  obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  on  the 
5th  October,  1966,  and  the  following  is  the  Public  Analyst's  report

During  the  year  the  following  extensions  of  water  mains  were 
carried  out  : — 


Manor  Road  Estate  —  628  yards  of  4-in.  diameter. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  improvements  and  extensions 
at  the  existing  sewage  works  and  these  were  completed  ahead  of 
schedule.  The  new  plant  was  put  into  operation  in  the  autumn 
of  1966,  and  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  and  has  produced  a 
final  effluent  well  within  the  standard  conditions  of  The  Trent 
River  Board.  The  modernisation  and  extension  of  the  sewage 
works  has  entailed  the  following  : — 

(a)  Construction  of  an  annex  to  Burns  Lane  Pumping  Station 
and  provision  of  additional  plant. 

(b)  Construction  of  a  new  pumping  station  at  Welbeck 
Colliery  Village  and  provision  of  new  plant. 

(c)  Construction  of  balancing  tank  and  grit  elevator  at  the 
sewage  works. 

(d)  Conversion  of  existing  rectangular  tanks  for  settlement  of 
storm  water. 

(e)  Provision  of  an  additional  sedimentation  tank. 

(f)  Modifications  to  existing  filter  beds. 

(g)  Recirculation  pumping  station  and  modification  to  flow 
recording  apparatus. 

(h)  Construction  of  additional  humus  tank. 

(i)  Construction  of  sludge  digestion  tanks. 

(j)  Provision  of  additional  sludge  drying  beds. 

(k)  Sundry  site  works,  including  water  service,  etc.,  mess- 
room,  roadways  and  mechanical  sludge  handling  equip¬ 
ment. 

An  expenditure  of  £95,000  has  been  incurred,  but  the  works 
are  now  up  to  modern  standards  and  adequate  for  dealing  with  a 
population  of  15,500  persons. 


Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  and  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained,  apart 
from  the  arrears  which  unavoidably  occur  after  bank  holidays. 
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The  time  incentive  bonus  scheme,  introduced  last  year,  has  helped 
in  the  maintenance  of  a  regular  collection.  Only  three  vehicles 
are  used  as  in  the  pre-war  period  and  this  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  use  of  larger  capacity  vehicles  which,  in  addition  to  carrying 
a  more  economic  load,  also  reduces  the  time  taken  on  journeys  to 
the  tip. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  tipping  was  carried  out  at  the 
Oakfield  Lane  Tip.  A  new  lease  has  been  negotiated  for  this  tip 
which  has  considerably  increased  the  acreage  available  for  tipping 
purposes,  and  has  secured  adequate  facilities  for  the  next  decade.

Eighteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  45,900  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  and  nine  had  electric 
pumps.

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Five  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  baterio- 
logical  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
